dividual rather than to a group. Hcwemr, as a natter of practi- 
cal operations, it scald ssea to be best to place it vxxksr the 
Council, so that the Secretaries of State, National Defense, 7sr, 
Air, and the Havy — who will be among the prim users of the 
intelligence produced — would not ham the fe e li ng that tho 
! Director is continually skirting thorn into the bask dear of the 
i Shite House. It is felt that working with the Council to the
